TERRIFIC EXPLOSION 
AT NEW YORK GITT. 


A Drag House mid sa Adjoint^: Build* 
lag Wrecked— One Hundred 
People Burled in Rains. 


New York, Oct. 99.—Tarrant A Oo’s 
wholesale drug house w as wrecked by 
explosions at 13:19 this afternoon a n d 
most of the persons in that building and 
the one adjoining were either killed or 
maimed. 
There is no telling a t this 
time the namber of victims. 
It is said th at IOO of the employes in 
the building were girls. 
They were on 
different floors when the Are broke oat 
and the explosions occurred. 
It is hard 
to see how these girls could have es­ 
caped. 
In a restaurant next door to the drag 
store there were about 900 people eating 
their luncheon. 
Of these m any were 
injured and a score or moro of them 
lost their liV's. 
Up to 2:46 p. rn., elev­ 
en of the injured persons had been tak­ 
en to the New York hospital. 
Tho first explosion occurred at 12:12 
p. rn. and took the roof off the building. 
The explosions sent debris flying through 
the air and into the street where doze us 
of persons were injured. 
A lithographing establishm ent close 
to T arrant’s place, caught fire and the 
flames spread to tile Irving bank aud 
to two buildings across the street. 
The W arren Street station of N inth 
Avenue elevated road, directly in froqt 
of the drug house was completely de­ 
molished and a num ber of persons who 
were standing upon it w aiting for the 
train were blown to the street and re­ 
ceived serious injuries. 
Several women 
escaped from the station, however, by 
walking along the platform at the edge 
of the track. 
A num ber of buildings at the rear of 
the drug store were blown down. 
Flam es spread very rapidly until the 
two blocks from Chambers to 
W a r r e n 
and from W ashington to Greenwich 
streets were soon on fire. 
John M. Elliott of Brooklyn was sit­ 
ting on the roof of a "-story building a 
block aud a half from the explosion. He 
says the force of the first explosion was 
directly upwards for 30 feet when a col­ 
umn of debris spread and fell down­ 
ward. 
It took the roof off the building 
aud he could hear the cries aud screams 
of the injured people. 
Three m inutes later, tile th ird explo­ 
sion, which was the worst of all, came. 
It shook the buildings where he was and 
debris fell about him. 
Policeman Devine was in the im medi­ 
ate vicinity when the oxplosion occurred. 
He said th at a num ber of firemen were 
blown to their death on W arren street 
side of the building. He said he rescued 
one of them , but no one living could 
have rescued the others.

President Mitchell Has Ordered Miners 
to Return to Work at Alt the 
Mines Where the Ten Per 
Pent Is Guaranteed.

Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 99.—The Lehigh 
and W ilkeabarre Coal company, operat­ 
ing the Audenreid, Honey Brock and 
Urt<>en M ountain collieries in this dis­ 
trict, has not yet complied with the de­ 
m ands of the anthracite miners. 
It is 
said th at the company will grant the 
concessions by Nov. I, when work will 
be resumed. 
All the coal oomjiaiiies in the Wyom­ 
ing valley, w ith a few exceptions, have 
now posted notices granting their em­ 
ployes the IO per cent increase. 
The ex­ 
ceptions are a few individual operators 
who do not employ m any hands. 
But it 
is said th at when those employed at 
these collieries report for work they will 
be told that they will receive the same 
wages paid by the other companies. 
The Kinston Coal company has posted 
notices granting the increase. 
This j 
company employs 2900 mon aud was the I 
last of the big iudividal concerns in the 
valley to grant the increase. 
The officials of tho Susquehanna com­ 
pany had a conference w ith their em­ 
ployes Saturday night and agreed to pay 
them the ad vanes. 
There will be no resum ption of work 
at the MUB—villa colliery, which is 
operated by tho A. S. Van W yckle es­ 
tate. 
< )wiug to an agreem ent w ith tho 
Pennsylvania railroad, tho officials say 
they cannot afford to grant an increase ( 
of IO per bent, and if the men return to I 
work they will have to be content I j 
w ith the old rate of wages. 
The Van W ycxlo company has granted 
tho increase of its other collieries at 
Coleraine and Beaver Meadow. 
It is said that Calvin Pardee, owner 
of the Lattim er mines, will not take 
back those men who struck before the 
mines were closed down by 800 m arch­ 
ers som* weeks ago. 
The firemen 
and brakemen on the 
Delaware, Susquehanna and Schuylkill 
railroad have subm itted a number of 
demands to tho railroad officials, 
The 
form er demand th at 30 hours constitute 
three shifts, aud th at they bo paid $7 
for the same instead of $5.10, which 
they receive at present. 
The brakemen 
demand an increase of IO per cent in 
their wages. 
The enginers have no 
grievances. 
This railroad is owned by 
Ooxe Bros. & Co., which operates six 
collieries in this region, and was built 
for the purpose of hauling coal from its 
mines to the tracks of the Lehigh Val­ 
ley railway. 
President Mitchell and the executive 
board of the U nited Mine W orkers 
visited Kingston 
Sunday 
afternoon. 
They were received by a largo crowd 
and there was great enthusiasm . 
Ad­ 
dresses were made by President M itchell 
and others. 
Mr. M itchell told all the 
m iners to return to work. 
Ho also con­ 
gratulated them on their good behavior 
during the strike. 


MIN ERS AT WORK. 


O n ly F e w O w n er* 
R e fu s e th e 
I n c r e a s e

Hazleton, Pa., Oct. 29.—Operations 
were resumed this m orning at a m ajori­ 
ty of the collieries in the Hazleton dis 
trict. 
The strike is still on at the mines 
of the Lehigh aud W ilkesbarre Coal 
oompauy located at Audenreid, Honey 
Brook aud Green Mountain. One of the 
officials of the company said this com­ 
pany had informed the men it would 
abolish the sliding scale and pay IO per 
oent increase until April I, and th ey do 
not know why they refused to report for 
work. 
The mine workers claim th at 
they w ant a w ritten guarantee in this 
respect. 
, 
The Oneida and D erringer collieries 
of Ooxe Bros. & Co are also idle, because 
of some m isunderstanding on account of 
the notices posted by the company. 
All 
hands probably will be at work in a day 
or so. 
The only other colliery that did not 
resume is the one at M illville, where 
no demands have been granted at all. 
Before the strike began this company 
threatened to abandon this mine, and it 
seems the threat will be carried out. 
About IOO strikers found themselves 
out of work at the Lattim er colliery of 
C. Pardee & Co. 
Twenty-five of these 
men, the firm claim, got their settle­ 
m ent in full when they quit work aud 
were no longer considered employes, so 
their places were filled by others.

STILL OVATINO BRYAN. 


Ha I* W arm ly drooled at New York and 
Crowd* Nee film Crave. 
New York, Oct. 30 —Mr. and Mrs. 
Bryan attended services at the Madison 
Avenue Presbyterian church Sunday. 
W hen Mr. Bryau first appeared on the 
street on his way to church there were 
very few people about, hut those who 
were there instantly recognized him and 
w ith many a shout, followed him to Hie 
door of the church. 
Yale and H arvard 
Injys who came to Now York w ith Mr. 
Bryan on Saturday were also at church 
occupied seats a short distance in front 
of Mr. Bryan. 
Dr. Parknurst, the pastor, was not in ­ 
formed of Mr. B ryan's presence aud his 
sermon was an exposition of a portion 
of the scriptures. 
Word was evidently 
passed through the congregation during 
the service that Mr. Bryan was in the 
church, for when the benediction was 
pronounced almost the entire congrega­ 
tion made a dash for the doors and filled 
the sidewalk and street in front of the 
church. 
This crowd was also augm ent­ 
ed by those who were on the street and 
in tho square and by the tim e tho party 
reached the hotel 2000 peoplo .were 
crowded about them. 
80 dense was the 
crowd, iu fact, that it became necessary 
for several policemen to go in advance 
I of Mr. Bryan anti clear a way for him 
through tho great crowd. 
As he dis­ 
appeared in the en trace of tho hotel the 
1 crowd cheered. 
From the time Mr. Bryan finished 
dinner until 9 o'clock at night w hen he 
1 left the Hoffman house there was a 


I steady stream of callers. 
Mr. aud Mrs. 
Bryan were both kept busy shaking 
hands. 
W hen he left the hotel police had to 
open a way for him to reach his train 
for Albany. 
The demonstration in b ‘half of Mr. 
Bryan at Madison Square Garden on 
Saturday night was the greatest ever j 
held by that party in this state. 
It 1 
equalled that of any political party. 


T h ir ty Speeches Scheduled. 
Bainbridge, N. Y., Oct. 29.—W. J. 
Bryan began the first day of tho last 
week of his campaign w ith a brief 
speech at this place. 
N otw ithstanding I 
the early hour there was a throng of 
people at tho railroad station and Bryan 
was compelled to respond to their calls. | 
He had not yet arisen, but he dressed : 
prom ptly and w ent to tile roar platform 
of the “ Rambler” where he was soon * 
joined by Mrs. Bryan who will rem ain 
w ith him during all of this week. There 
were loud cheers both for Mr. Bryau 
aud his wife and a general demand for 
a handshake, which was acceded to by 
both. 
The resident population wero re- 
in forced by people from other places. 
I 
Mr. Bryan started the day w ith a I 
schedule of 30 speeches before him. 
He j 
announced at the breakfast table that 
he was never in a better condition for 
the campaign, and said he wanted to 
make all the speeches so as to break his 
own record, the highest number whioh 
he had hitherto made in 
one 
day 
being 27. 
This point developed a new orator in 
the person of Jam es C. Dahlmun, the 
Nebraska 
national 
committeeman. 
W hile the crowd was w aiting at the de­ 
pot for Mr. Bryan and clam oring for his 
appearance, Mr. Dahlm an stepped out 
on the rear platform to explain the situ­ 
ation. 
He made a speech telling the 
people he had been w ith Bryan from the 
beginning of the catii{«iigu and he was 
sure there would be a landslide in his 
favor. 
In Canton, the president’s own 
homo, where Bryan only received 37 
votes in 1895. there was now a Demo­ 
cratic club of between 400 and 500 mem­ 
bers and he said Canton was only a sam ­ 
ple of w hat was going on. 
Mr. Bryan was greeted by a fine crowd 
when he spoke at Behn Bridge aud di­ 
rected his rem arks to farmers.

Bingham ptou, N. Y., Oct. 29.—Gov. 
Roosevelt started on his last week of 
cam paigning on a special train, leaving 
this place at IO o’clook. 
The governor 
is in excellent health, having enjoyed a 
quiet rest Sunday and relief from speak­ 
ing. 
His throat is in good condition, 
considering ho has made 600 speeches 
since he started through the country. 
He has not lost flesh w ith his travel of 
19,200 miles, but in fact has gained. 
The trip for the day was arranged to 
include a fewer num ber of speeches than 
any day of the state tour, only three 
stops being scheduled at Cortland, Ith ­ 
aca and Elmira. 
W hen Governor Roosevelt finishes his 
trip Saturday next he will have made 650 
speeches and traveled over 20,000 miles, 
a record equal to the combi nod record of 
all the other candidates for national of­ 
fice in the past 50 years, exclusive of 
Mr. Bryau.
